INTERVENTION OF 
“SENATORS “ 


———o——_ 


By SORUTATOR. 
Mas. tabled for discussion at to- 


day's meeting: of the Senate raise 
three distinct, though closely related, 
issues. In the first, place, they involve con- 
sideration of the section of the suspended 
Local Government Bill, which contemplates 
the constitution of local—otherwise parish— 
councils, and which authorises. County 
Councils to make grants towards such bodies’ 
, whether their activities include, or 
= participation in local administrative 
uties. 
The second matter of immediate importance 
that arises- directly from one of the motions 
on the order paper raises the whole question 
of the status and duties of the ad héc emer- 
gency parish committees that are being formed 
at the Government’s behest throughout the 
country, their relationships with regional 
commissioners and State departments, their 
constitution and duration and the general 
uestion of ultimate responsibility for their 
dnanciel commitments. - 

Thirc’ . it may be presumed that Senators 
will pay special attention to the directly 
conflicting proposals of Muintir na Tire 
authorities—who strenuously oppose any form 
of legislation that would subject anent 
parish guilds and councils to official control— 
and the equally emphatic declarations of 
Professor Tierney and other notable advo- 
cates of parish organisation in support of 
the view that such local councils should be 
made the basis of an entirely new system of 
local administration. 


WHAT'S IN A NAME? 


As treatment of such quite different issues 
—some of great urgency and others that 
call for careful study and deliberation—in 
the course of an inevitably short and dis- 
cursive debate can only add to the general 
confusion that already pervades the public 
mind on the whole question of parish 
organisation, it is suggested that the Senate 
is now in a position to render one simple and 
valuable service. By resolving that the com- 
mittees now being formed at the Govern- 
ment’s request shall be known as “' Local 
Emergency Committees’; as bodies quite 
distinct from parish councils formed, or to 
be formed, under the auspices of Muintir na 
Tire or otherwise. Thus one ntajor element 
of confusion would be removed by & simple 
change in nomenclature! 


DISTRICT PROBLEMS 


Having so dissociated two quite distinct 
problems, Senators would be free to consider 
each issue upon its own merits. To treat 
emergency committees as rt of the 
temporary machinery required—as regional 
commissioners are required—to deal 
with passing exigencies, and then to discuss 
the provisions of the Local Government Bill 
in relation to the principles of permanent 
organisation advocated, respectively, by 
Muintir na Tire and by Professor Tierney and 
those who share his views. 

The alternative course is that Senators 
should treat emergency committees as possible 
progenitors of guilds and councils subse- 
quently to become integral parts of the 
machinery of local, and, possibly, of national, 
government, While some such evolutionary 
processes cannot be regarded as impossible, 
the strong probability is that steps now taken 
in haste would have to be slowly and pain- 
fully retraced in order to clear the ground for 
considered and useful action. Processes of 
demolition and rebuilding are notoriously 
tedious, costly and otherwise unsatisfactory ! 

One ead for rejecting such suggestions 
will doubtless be found in the fact” that 
spokesmen of Muintir.na Tire have rather 
tended to welcome local emergency commit- 
tees as possible germs of parish guilds and 
councils. Careful examination of such utter- 
ances will, however, show that such words of 
welcome were not only guarded and qualified, 
but that they were inspired mainly by a laud- 
able desire to aid the Government in the work 
of emergency organisation. While one hesi- 
tates to say so, the almost certain results of 
all such efforts to ride two horses at the same 
time must be disastrous! 


L.G. BILL’S PROVISIONS 


Assuming that the Senate decides to treat 
emergency committees and parish coun- 
cils as separate and distinct organi- 
sations, what view are Senators likely to 
take of the provisions of the Local Govern- 
ment Bill, which—to quote its accompany- 
ing explanatory memorandum—enables ‘‘ the 
inhabitants of a locality who are desirous 
of having the special interests of their locality 
considered and safeguarded locally ” to estab- 
lish a body for that purpose, the constitution 
and procedure of which “will be a matter 
for the inhabitants by whom it is set up... . 
to be determined largely by the conditions and 
needs of each area.’ 


SOME QUESTIONS 


Will senators agree—as Muintir na Tire has 
agreed—that such bodies should be anthorised 
to discharge administrative duties delegated 
by county councils (¢.g., local sanitation and 
the dispensation of public assistance), in 
addition to organising voluntary efforts to 
promote social and cultural activities? 

Will they assent to the proposal that 
parish councils, in receipt of grants from 
public funds, should be constituted otherwise 
than on some elective basis! Will they give 
general assent to ee that contemplate 
the association of such parish councils in 
areas Other than counties or the districts 
assigned by legislation to county managers? 

Such are but examples of many difficult, 
but vitally important, questions that must 
be determined, without complicating refer- 
ences to a Ra measures, iron the pro- 
posals of the focal Government bill can take 
effect. A series of legislative proposals that 
are without precedent in parliamentary

Conditions have made it 
imperative to carry otit many changes in the 
usual programme, and as a result the cattle 
classes will be judged the first day, and the 
horses on the second. — . 

The horticultural exhibition, regarded as 
one of the finest of its kind in the country, 
is well up to average in respect of entries, 
and in view of the very good season exhibits 
are expected to be of an unusually high 
standard. :

On Thursday the Kennel Club will hold a 
Dog Show, which always has been very 
popular. This year there are 500 entries. 

fr. J. T. Greene Barry, the popular 
Secretary of the Show, stated to-day that the 
committee is most satisfied with the organisa- 
tion of this year’s event. At the outset they 
realised that conditions would not be any 
too favourable, and were delighted with the 
response to their efforts. ‘* We are more 
than pleased,’’ he said, “ and we anticipate a 
very successful Show.” 

Much of the preliminary work fell on the 
shoulders of the officials, who are to be con- 
geatulated on their initiative and enterprise.

Campile—and After 


Two days ago Ireland received its first 
taste of modern warfare: a taste of war 
that is not of the old kind, in which men 
fought against men, pitting their strength 
and the power of their weapons against 
one another, but ihe civilised twentieth 
century variety, in which not just non 
combatants, but even women and infants, 
may be the victims of the bombs. We 
make no accusations against those who 
were responsible for the bombing of the 
Pilots do 
fly off their courses occasionally. Aero 
planes travelling at several hundreds ot 
miles an hour will be a long distance from 
their objective if they lose direction for 
even a few minutes. One country looks 
exceedingly like its neighbour. Accidents 
are inevitable in certain circumstances. 
Anyhow, a German ’plane released bombs 
over Wexford on Monday afternoon, and 
through this dreadful happening Ireland 
has experienced for the first time the 
meaning, in all its horror, of an aérial 
bombardme::t, Three women were killed in 
an instant, and in the same instant were 
buried under a mound of shattered masonry. 
We will not comment further on the horror 
and terror of the scene in that peaceful 
Wexford village. Such things are best 
forgotten, but the lesson that they teach 
should set men thinking, and set them 
thinking fast. Campile might have been 
Dublin or Cork. Those bombs on Monday 
afternoon might have fallen in a populous 
city suburb, and the number of the dead 
might be not three, but three hundred. 
By coincidence, on the same day in which 
Campile was bombed, the Government 
issued a statement in which it expressed 
grave disappointment, if not alarm, at the 
tota. inadequacy of the number of private 


structed in Dublin and other large centres 
of population. Public shelters to accom- 
modate 30,000 people have been erected by 
the Government, and will be complete 
within a fortnight. Needless to remark, 
shelters cannot be provided for the whole 
community. . The Government cannot do 
more than provide cover for the inhabitants 
of those areas which, in time of war, most 
likely would be subject to attack ; and such 
shelter provided already at the public 
expense is in the same proportion to the 
size of population as that furnished under. 
the similar scheme in England. The 
Government has discharged its full obliga- 
tions to the people: but the people seem 
to be in no hurry to fulfil their obligations 
to themselves and their families. Only 
one hundted and thirty private shelters of 
the beehive type have been sold, and it is 
amal! worder that the defence authorities 
are dissatisfied with the lack of effort on

since there seemed to be no likelihood of 
an agreement. The Hungarians demand 
the unconditional transfer of approxi- 
mately two-thirds of Transylvania, or 
rather more than a quarter of Rumania’s 
entire territory, and have been answered 
with a flat refusal. King Carol has offered 
instead that all the Hungarian inhabitants 
of his country shall be gathered into the 
region adjoining the frontier, and that the 
land thus occupied shall be ceded te 
Hungary; but no further is he prepared 
to go. The people are resolutely behind 
him. Even the Iron Guard, which has 
no great love for the King, and is 
notoriously ‘‘ Fascist,’’ is angered by what 
it regards as Hungarian insolence, and 
has called upon the King to resist to the 
last. The matter, however, has not been 
ended by the interruption of the talks at 
Turnu Severin. Both Germany and Italy 
are alarmed at the possibility of war 
between Hungary and Rumania, and, 
apparently, have been exercising their 
influence to have the conversations 
resumed. A message from Berlin— 
ascribed to ‘“‘informed quarters’’—say* 
that Germany, with possible assistance 
from the Italian Foreign Office, may 
arbitrate the dispute. It is believed that 
the meeting will take place next week, 
and that the chairman conceivably will 
be Herr von Ribbentrop, while Count 
Ciano is mentioned as likely to be among 
those present. The work of arbitration 
is not likely to be easy; for not only are 
Hungary and Rumania playing the parts 
of irresistible force and immovable 
obstacle, but the two ‘‘ Axis’’ Powers do 
not see eye to eye on the subject. Italy 
las backed Hungary with consistency for 
a long time past, and certainly has given 
her every encouragement in the present 
dispute, whereas Herr Hitler has no great 
love for the prospect of a more powerful 
Hungary. In one respect they agree: 
neither Herr Hitler nor Signor Mussolini 
wishes to see a war in South-Eastern 
Europe—a “' private ’’ war, as it were, 
which would complicate the larger issues 
that confront them. It is said that Berlin 
has been counselling caution to the 
Hungarians, so that the resumed talks 
almost certainly will end in a compromise 
which will help to keep the peace, at any 
rate, for a time—if the peace has not been 
broken before then. 

If the. rumours are true, there is more 
than a chance that the peace will not 
be preserved. Yesterday the Hungarian 
Foreign Office announced that a Rumanian 
fighter aircraft had flown across the 
frontier and shot down a Hungarian 
bombe: over Hungarian territory. Other 
reports—which, however rest on inferior 
authority—say that there have been 
*‘encounters’’ between Hungarian and 
Rumanian machines over the disputed 
area of Transylvania, In the present 
condition of South-Eastern Europe any 
kind of “ incident’’ may be sufficient to 
bring nations into arms. According to the 
Hungarians, King Carol has been moving 
his troops quietly towards the border 
during several days past, and a very large 
proportion of his considerable army will 
be ready for war by the end of this week. 
If this is true, we may be sure that the 
Hungarians.have not been remiss, and that 
their own forces are not behind King 
Carol’s in the extent of their mobilisation. 
Trouble is expected also from the north. 
“Incidents” on the new Russo-Rumanian 
border have been frequent during the past 
wonth or two, and they have incroased in 
intensity—if reports are true—this week. 
“ Extensive skirmishes ” are reported to 
day, and there is an unconfirmed rumour 
that aircraft of the two nations have been 
fighting in the neighbourhood of the River 
Prut. More than 300 Rumanian soldiers 
and two aeroplanes are said to have been 
lost. If it is true that Russia has some 
twenty divisions in Bessarabia, King 
Carol will find himself between two 
extremély hot and unappetising fires.

Many nations, many sections 
of the population, many families have as 
much as, or more than, they need, but that 
sufficiency neither causes them to sit back 
and refrain from further efforts to increase

'L.S.F. AND A.RP. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
_ Stm,—1 am very surprised to see it stated 
in various papers that the L.8.E, badge has 
been adopted as the badge for A.R.P. services 
in general. I should like to point out that 
this is entirely wrong, the reverse being the 


case. 

The Wardens’ badge, with its bronze harp 
on the green, bac nd, was designed and 
long before the L.S.F. was formed, 
and it is obvious that the L.S.F. have 
merely —— the A.R.P. badge to their 
own use. hile on the subject of bad I 
should like to mention that man ge the 
Wardens now in the City of Dublin have been 
trained since September last, and that they 
are still without their Warden badges, 
er these have been repeatedly promised 
to t 


em. 

The Wardens have gone to enormous pains 
to fit themselves for their important réle, 
and, to say the least, it has caused a con- 
siderable amount of disappointment amoung 
them to see a service that has only been 
recently formed receive hadges and free 
| uniforms while the Warden service is still 
to a large extent neglected. 

The Local Security Force is getting a good 
deal of justly deserved publicity but it 
would be as well if the general public bore 
in mind that this service is purely an 
auxiliary to the armed forces and the Garda). 
The A.R.P. Warden service, on the other 
hand, is directly responsible for bringing 
help to the civilian population in the event 
of an attack, and it is to them that the 
civilian population must look for their well: 
being in such circumstances. 

In some quarters, unfortunately, there is a 
tendency to exalt the Loca! Security Force, 
to the detriment of the Warden service, and 
1 think it is time that the Government, the 
Defence Department, the Dublin Corporation 
and the public in general appreciated the 
enormous amount of voluntary work and 
effort that the Wardens are giving iu order 
to train *hemselves to that degree of efficiency 
which it is necessary for them to attain. 

It has not escaped the notice of the 
Wardens that whenever a responsible Minister 
has been broadcasting, or a statement has 
been made to the Press, the Wardens’ service 
and the vther A.R.P. services have, more 
often than not, received no mention. 

There are at this vime some thousands of 
public-minded men and women in the City 
of Dublin who are giving up practically all 
of their spare time in the interests of their 
fellow-citizens to develop the Wardens 
service, These people have attended long 
courses of lectures and passed various 
examinations in order to prove their suit- 
ability for the task. allotted to them, and it 
is surely not too much for them to ask mn 
return that, without delay, they receive their 
badges as a token of their qualifications 
and the other equipment which is necessary 
for their efficient functionng.—Yours, etc.,

KILLALOE GRAVEYARD

understand.ng by the author.ty :esponsible for 
the cleaning of the graveyard, ‘Lhe caption 
to my letter has been objected to. | 

I have since learned that a man is paid for 
mowing down the grass, weeds, etc., twice 
yearly, and that he commenced work this 
year in the early part of June, and will —_ 
resume operations next month. The hay, 
thistles, etc., have a rap.d growth here, and 
this explains why, when I visited the place, 
it had the appearance of not getting any at- 
tention. I do admit that at the entrance gate 
a lawn-mower was used to advantage, but 
this, owing to the uneven surface of the grave- 
yard, i not be used generally. 

It has heen explained to me that, as there 
is no co-operation between the owners oÍ 
the graves and the responsible authority. 
the graves are not cleaned by the man who 
mows down the hay or grass, for the reason 
that some ple resent any interference 
with them, even when the object in view 
is to improve their appearance. This does, 
unfortunately, leave the whole place in a 
very unsightly state. The branches of the 
trees to which I drew attention will, I am 
informed, be cut down in November. 

Since my letter appeared I have been 
mpsokieg to a few who have graves in this 
old churchyard, and they are now taking 
steps to have them attended to, and | 
sincerely hope that others will follow.

Lessons of a Raid 


Valuable iessons have been learned from 
the raid on the City of London last Satur- 
day, among them being the question of 
glass. The area attacked had many 
windows, including a number fitted in big 
shops, and most of these had been treated 
in every possible way with strips-of paper, 
material or solution. The results were 
surprising, including the fact that windows 
which had been left unprotected remained 
intact, while many plastered windows were 
splintered. In the case of St. Giles Church. 
however, all the windows were broken. 
though these were not plastered in any 
way. All the points in connection with 
these developments are being reviewed 
and it is possible that some authoritative 
guidance may be given to the public con 
cerning window protection. 


Army and Tuberculosis 


The British Army authorities will 
shortly introduce new regulations with a 
view to reducing the incidence of tuber- 
culosis among men newly recruited. The 
present medical examination may not 
disclose the presence of the disease in ‘ts 
early stages, and there is a possibility 
that hundreds of men passed for service 
mav fall ill after a few weeks. In Germanv 
and in Australia recruits have an X ray 
examination, but it has been decided bv 
Lord . Horder’s Medical Advisory Com 
mittee that practical considerations make 
such a step here impossible at present 
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Precautions against the recruitment ot 
ppecronlae - are to be strengthened, 
ever, and suspicious cases will be 
thoroughly investigated. One difficulty 
regarding accommodation is that many of 
the tuberculosis sanatoria are in vulner- 
ac por the coast in the south and 
east Of the country. The Ministry of 
Health claim that 92 per cent. of the 
patients in 1939 are receiving treatment 
still, but it is know that there are many 
"nd which should be given considera- 
ion. 


Red Cross Work in China 


The Archbishop of Canterbury has made 
representations to Halifax, the 
British Foreign Secretary, regarding the 
closing of the Burma Road, maintaining 
that the agreement with Japan has 
seriously interfered with the work of the 
Red Cross in China, as some 2,500 tons 
of medical supplies are awaiting shipment 
in Indo-China and Burma. In adáition, 
there is urgent need for spare parts, tyres 
and petrol, since the ambulance services in 
China are absolutely dependent on road 
transport. It seems that the British 
Government has been engaged in negotia- 
tions with Japan with a view to obtaining 
exemption from the agreement for these 
materials, but so far no satisfactory 
answer has been received. In response to 
un urgent telegram from Dr. Robert Lim, 
Director of the Chinese Red Cross Medical 
Relief Commission, the Archbishop decided 
to approach the Foreign Office. 


The New Duc de Guise 


The Duc de Guise, Pretender tó the 
Throne of France, who has just died in 
Spanish Morocco, was residing in Belgiuin 
when the war commenced, and came over 
io England later when that country was 
mvaded, issuing two dignified proclama- 
tions to his fellow-countrymen signed 
“Jean.” The Duc was head of the House 
of Orleans, the junior branch of the French 
Bourbons, and became de jure monarch, 
acknowledged by both parties of French 
Royalists. It is said that he was a very 
wealthy man, owing to the fact that he 
had developed the little port of Larache, 
in Spanish Morocco, where he died. The 
result of investments there was that the 
value of properties increased until it was 
estimated that he owned about £4.000.000. 
The Duc’s greatest hobby was his collection 
of toy soldiers, of which he possessed one 
of the finest in the world. He is succeeded 
by his eldest son, the Comte de Paris, who 
has spent more time in England than his 
father did, and has paid several visits to 
London since the war began. The new Duc 
is the only potential monarch in the world 
who has been a working journalist, as he 
started a newspaper, the Courrier Royal, 
as a corrective to the rather extreme

The ‘planes came 
over singly, flying at a height of something 
like 25,000 feet. They were heard every 
few minutes for more than an hour. 


INTENSE GUNFIRE 


Watchers at a ‘South-Western town saw a 
single ‘plane twisting and diving to escape 
the searchlights and intense anti-aircraft gun- 
fire.

Informed sources held the opinion that the 
differences existing in the Cabinet would be 
settled, and that the resignation, if tendered, 
would be withdrawn. 

It was reported here last night that the 
King had accepted the Premier’s resignation 
and had charged him with the formation of a 
new Cabinet. One political spokesman in 
Cairo said that ‘‘It is understood that the 
crisis revolves around the question of internal 
policy.” 

Before Sabry Pasha’s pronouncement was 

made to-day political ó Ns in Cairo had ex- 
pected that a ‘‘neutral’’ Government, com- 
posed of Independents rather than the present 
Coalition Cabinet, would be formed, in yiew 
of the increasing demands for a direct voice 
for the powerful Wafdist Party in the 
nation’s affairs. 
The popularity of Mustafa El Nahas Pasha, 
the former Wafdist Premier is growing 
steadily, and it was understood that the 
Wafdists would favour a non-party Govern- 
ment and would give their support in the 
event of the nation being forced to declare 
war if the Italians attacked. 

The Premier conferred this morning with 
Independent political leaders.

Police and soldiers who made a search of 
the spot found only remnants of clothing 
which it was known that Lord North and 
his sister were wearing at the time of the 
accident, and it was by these that their 
identity was established. There was a 
series of large craters where the mishap 
occurred. 

The Coroner said that, while some might 
think that a strong notice of warning should 
be exhibited in places of danger, any inter- 
ference with the defences was highly 
dangerous. The public should know that 
they must not go beyond them. 

From the military evidence it was learned 
that at least 700 sentries would be wanted 
to ssfeguard the particular area in which 
the accident occurred.

THE DUKE OF BEDFORD 


The Duke of Bedford died yesterday, at his 
home, Woburn Abbey, aged eighty-two. 
Herbrand Arthur Russell, eleventh Duke, was 
born in London. He succeeded his brother, 
the tenth Duke, in 1893. He was educated 
at Balliol College, Oxford. In 1879 he joined 
the Grenadier Guards. His war service in- 
cluded the Egyptian campaign of 1882, in 
which he was awarded the medal with clasp, 
and the Khedive’s star, and the Great War, 
where he was mentioned in despatches and 
created K.B.E. The Duke was the first 
Mayor of Holborn, was a trustee of the 
British Museum until 1927, and was chair- 
man of Bedfordshire County Council from 
1895 to 1928. One of his chief hobbies was 
the study of wild animals. He was President 
of the Zoological Society of London (1899- 
geet In the woods at Woburn he preserved 
a collection of birds, while in the park were 
herds of deer and llamas. The Duke married, 
in 1888, Mary du Caurroy, daughter of the 
late Ven. H. Tribe, Archdeacon of 
Lahore, and they had one son, the Marquess 
of Tavistock, who now succeeds to the Duke- 
dom.In 1937 the late Duchess started in her 
aeroplane upon a flight which was to have 
been of two hours’ duration, but she failed to 
return within the expected time, and after 
many days the Duke abandoned hope, 


MR. WILLIAM BLOOD SMYTH

Hospital, Newtownards, of Mr. William Blood 
Smyth, a member of a well-known Dublin 
family. He was a very keen yachtsman, 
and attended most of the important regattas 
in the British Isles, travelling to them in 
his own yacht, which he built himself, His 
chief interest in life was sailing.

| for the festival?’ I heard in 
American accents as I sat waiting 


in the large cvamshackle Ford they called a 
"bus at Bralo, the station where one alights 
if coming from Athens to Delphi by train. 
It was the first I had heard of any festival ; 
I was quite by nce arriving in Delphi 
on the eve of the 15th August, Lady Day, 
when the peasants from the mountain 
villa come down to Delphi and assemble 
at the little church in the olive grove below 
the village, where, when the Service is over, 
they spend the day dancing and feasting. So 
I was told by the American who had 
leaped into the ‘bus at the last moment, clad 
in black and white check trousers and a 
blue shirt, with the bulkiest knapsack I had 
ever seen. Rae as 
He informed me that he was working in 
the School of Archeology in Athens, and was 
taking this holiday in order to attend the 
festival, and then walk further into the 
mountains with a friend who lived at Delphi. 
Having dined with me in the hotel when we 
arrived, he retired to some humbler hostelry 
in the village, saying he ‘would be at the 
church next day if I cared to come along. 
So, after watching a marvellous sunrise 
from my balcony next morning while I break- 
fasted, 1 made my way down the little wind- 
ing path pointed out to me by the hotel- 
keeper. The day was getting hot already, and 
every few minutes met groups 
villagers, the women generally on mule-back, 
wearing coloured headcloths and sometimes 
holding up coloured sunshades also. They 
greeted me gaily. I met so many coming up 
that I began to be afraid that I was late for 
the ceremonies, and all was over, and I 
wondered what I should do, as it would be 
far too hot soon to come up agam out of 
the shade of the trees. In Greece at this 
time of year one has to retire from the sun 
about noon, and not e oneself to i+ again 
if possible until 4 or .m. I realised after- 
wards that all these people had gone down in 
the cool of the early morning, and, having en- 
joyed a share of the festivities, were now 
coming up to their homes for the siesta hours. 


AT THE FESTIVAL 


The path wound on and on down through 
the olive trees, and at last I heard sounds of 
music and people talking and laughing. Then 
I came upon the little church, a tiny stone 
building almost hidden in the trees, under 
which mules were tethered all about. 
Beyond the church was a small cleared 
space, surrounded now by groups of peasants, 
some few in Greek costume, embroidered

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MGVEMENT 
LORD BADEN-POWELL 


(By HAROLD C. BROWN.) 


HEN General: R. 8. 8. Baden-Powell 
W wrote ‘‘ Scouting For Boys,” which 

first appeared in six ney parts 
in 1908, he had no idea that he would create 
the Boy Scout movement. His object was 
to explain a system for the training of boys 
which he considered to be suitable for Boys 
Brigades, Church Lads’ Brigades, clubs, 
schools, training ships, etc., but before the 
last fortnightly part had appeared Scout 
troops were being formed all ever the British 
Isles and in the Dominions. Instead of the 
movement creating the anits, the units 
created the movement. 

It is doubtful if any boys’ movement ever 
spread with such rapidity and such 
enthusiasm. Within a year the Sea Scouts 
branch had been inaugurated Soon there 
were Lone Scouts—boys who lived too far 
from towns or villages to be members of 
regular troops or patrols. Scouting spread 
to the Continent, to the United States, to 
distant parts of the world. In 1910 Baden- 
Powell visited Russia, where he was re- 
ceived by the Czar, to assist in organisin 
Scouts in that country. In 1911 he visited 
Norway and Sweden. In 1912 he visited 
Panama, the West Indies, U.8.A., Japan, 
Australia, South Africa and New Zealand, 
giving 41 public addresses on Scouting 63 
other speeches, and 69 Scout talks. Sub- 
sequently he travelled to virtually every 
other country in the world, 

As Chief Scout he was decorated with 
Spanish, Greek, Portuguese, French, Chilian, 
Belgian, Polish, Danish, Hungarian, Czecho- 
slovakian, Austrian, Dutch Rumanian, 
Lithuanian, Swedish and Latvian orders. So 
that those who speak of Scouting as a 
‘British movement,” are rather wide of the 
mark, 

Actually the system of training known as 
Scouting first occurred to Baden-Powell in 
India when he was.commanding the 13th 
Hussars, and it seemed to him—just as it 
had to Sir John Moore when he raised his 
corps d'elite at Shorncliffe in the early 
1800’s—that the ordinary training of soldiers 
did not ive them much scope for initiative. 
In Mafeking he saw that the training was 
applicable to boys when Lord Edward Cecil 
formed the youngsters of the besi town 
into a cadet corps. In 1907 he held an ex- 
perimental Scout camp in Dorset, and the 
success of his system of training was de- 
monstrated. 

Originally, “scouting’* meant the work 
and attributes of bacxwoodsmen, explorers 
and frontiersmen. In giving the elements 
of these to boys the movement supplied a 
= of games and practices which met 
their desires and instincts, and was, at the 
same time, educative. To-day ‘‘ scouting’’ 
means everything associated with the Boy 
Scont movement, its training in continence, 
thrift, enterprise, honour, and general pre- 
paredness. There is no military meaning 
attached to gn “There is no inten- 
tion,’’ wrote Baden-Powell, ‘‘of making the 
lads into soldiers . . . Every man who has 
~ heart in him is anti-war.” 

‘hen King Edward knighted General 
Baden-Powell in 1909 he thanked him for his 
services in raising the Boy Scout movement. 
Sir Robert’s subsequent advancement to a 
baronetcy and then to the peerage were in 
recognition of his work as Chief Scout. 

e Boy Scout movement is non-political, 
non-class, international and interdenomina- 
tional. Baden-Powell visited Ireland dur- 
ing the Home Rule’ campaign, and he 
realised that the tone of ‘ 
Boys,”’ which had, of course, been written for 
British boys, might prevent the advancement 
of the movement among boys from Nationalist 
families. At that time he spoke of the 

ibility of writing an Irish edition of the 
ook, designed to appea: to every type of 
Irish boy, no matter what his political sym- 
pathies. The Catholic Boy Scout movement, 
while not, of course, in line with the inter- 
denominational policy of the B.P. Scouts, has 
resulted in Scouting being introduced tomany 
boys in this country who would otherwise 
have missed its benefits. In France there 
have been two Scout organisations—Protest- 
ant and Roman Catholic—for many years, 
and both of them were represented at the 
1920 International Jamboree. 

A United States view of the Scout move- 
ment was expressed by President Coolidge 
in 1926, when he said that it had the unique 
power of fusing together in a common citizen- 
ship, in one generation, the different foreign 
elements that go to make the American 
nation, which would otherwise take two or 
three generations of schooling and legislation. 

tially the aim of the movement is ‘the 
promotion of good citizenship among “the 
rising generation. The “”- éir adopted is 
that, of active self-expression end the desire 
to learn on the part of the boy rather than 
his passive acceptance of instruction. 

An extract from ‘‘ Boy Scouts and Citizen- 
ship,” a little book that appeared at the time 
of the 1920 Jamboree, seems apposite to-day : 
“The principle of self-determination, whether 
of the individual or the nation, is becoming 
more generally recognised. The Scout train- 
ing prepares its members definitely for the 
responsibilities that so many of them will 
have in this direction. For sane democratic 
government we need the large-minded men 
in every grade of life who are above party 
and personal gain . . men who by 
efficient working themselves can look beyond 
the bench and see the higher aims and 
potentialities of their work.”’

Several of the larger 
Baltic steamers recently quitted the Nor- 
“Ea practice waters and are now reported 
to have returned to German ports. agp “ 
were assembled at, points not only in the 
south, but also at Tregdbaim, where motor 
driven fishing smacks of 30 or 40 tons remain 
hired and adapted as transports. Soldiers 
still live and sleep on them—perhaps, to 
accustom themselves to sea conditions and 
overcome seda-sickness.
